It is intended to remove 
the sulphur.and objectionable ingred- 
ents of Beaumont oil hi its crude state 
for export purposes. The by-products 
removed are of almost the clearness 
of water and is being stored ia tanks.

The last budget was passed, 
onlj- after immense difficulties. All 
sources of taxation have practically 
been exhausted, and the attempt to 
affect another large war loan would 
result in such a fall in the price of 
.consols as would seriously jeopardize 
British industries. 
If, then, the Boer 


forces can hold the field a little long- 
er, the attempt to subdue the repub- 
lics must be abandoned for lack of 
means to pursue it. 


Uoers' Capacity. 


"The capacity of the Boers to main- 


tain the struggle is placed beyond a 
doubt by tlie barb&rfty of the methods 
employed to subdue them. The Eng- 
lish government can not avoid sup- 
porting the women and children made 
homeless tty the destruction of the 
farms. With the support of his wom- 
en and children imposed upon Eng- 
land while his lands have besn made 
desolate and unproductive, the Boer 
soldier is free to continue in the field 
as long as he can secure by capture 
abundant supplies o£ food and arms 
from the English forces. His reputa- 
tion, for humanity and courage make 
the English soldiers- prefer surrender- 
ing to facing his rifle. 


"Disaster to the English people lies 


not in the defeat of this enterprise, 
but in its success. If the.South Afri- 
can republics were subdued and the 
last Boer disarmed, the men and wom- 
en now confined and in captivity must 
be returned, to the soil. To maintain 
authority over these people, resentful, 
dissatisfied, accustomed to bearing 
arms, would require the maintenance 
ot a huge army, and such, an army 
could not be maintained without es- 
tablishing compulsory military service 
jsi Great Britain. The establishment 
of compulsory inilitiwjr service in ESJE- 
land would be the Cftx ot! the British:' 
constitution.
